Tha personnal of the "Faraakon" Factory are raeol'ved to fulfill the 1949 
plan4 by adharlag to a etrlot aocmony program In the utilization of raw matar- 
xale. At present^ they intend to eava 400 toua of natariala and aoma 2^,000 
litara of a'*obhoX faluad at one nlUlon rublee. The plan haa already been put 
Into affect, and the ratulte for the first quarter ha^e reflected the reaolTe 
of the factury'a personnel. 

Ona of the first atape in this program was a training period for all 
personnal which introduced them to every poaaible aapeot of their Job. Prowen 
Btakhamovltea vers very active In tho training program and are to be ccoBended 
for tbelr efforts. 8o far the training haa brought excellent results, and 
vorkera have bc«n prcA^clng from 30 to 50 percent above aealgned quotas. Due 
to the training program it was also poaaible to cut down the expenditure of 
raw materiala . 

A Nlnletry of Public Health decree lorged that In 1949 there should be 
at least a 15 percent saving in the use of paranitrochlorbenzene . ?he fac<> 
tory workers complied with every word of the decree. As a result, in January, 
che expenditure Iniex dropped 3.62 percent and tn February It fell another 
8.5 percent. Ey improving existing equlpnent and developing new equipment, it 
vae poarible to save 1,C70 liters of alcohol In January and 2,100 liters In 
February* 

Special efforts vers made to save certain scarce materlalo. The results 
were satisfactory and In tho last month the expendllture was cut by 4o percent. 
Another one of the shops was able to cut 24-30 hours off the time necessary 
for the production ci a single Item. Due to the strict econcny program, ths 
Factory was able to produce many hundrede of kilograms of additional products. 

The pheaacetlne shot) intends to produce an s4dltiGnal 5 tone over the 1949 
quota. The vorkere of the whole factory hoi>e to cut their ar^ ymAi production 
aehsdule by 5 days. * 
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
